Simeon Cook of Redlands has two 
and a half acres of seedling oranges, 
from which ho sold 400 boxes at $1.60 
per box on the tree—a total of $6.40; an 
average Of $256 an acre. Also two and 
a half acres of Washington Navels 
which yelded 300 boxes that sold at a 
price that netted 88.50 a box on the 
tree—a total of $1050, or $420 an acre. 
The seedling trees were six years in 
orchard. The Navel oranges were 
shipped to Boston as an experiment. 
In twelve days from the time of ship- 
ment Mr. Cook got a dispatch that the 
fruit was sold at a figure that netted 
him $3.50 per box on the tree, and ask- 
ing for another carload, which was 
shipped, and then a third carload was 
shipped with equally good results. 
This settles the practicability of oc- 
ing the Atlantic seaboard market 
with California oranges in competition 
with fruit from Florida and the Medi- 
terranean district.

Every Publication Issued This Year 

Will Be Preserved for Posterity. 

| Washington Post.] 

At the tenth census there was ob- 
tained by Special Agent North a very 
unique collection of over eleven thou- 
sand newspapers and periodicals pub- 
lished in the United States during the 
census year, which collection was ar- 
ranged, bound and deposited for pres- 
ervation at the Congressional library. 
In view of the great historical value of 
such a collection, Supt. Porter has de- 
cided to form a collection of all the 
newspapers, magazines and periodical 
publications of every character and 
description printed in the United States 
during the present census year, to 
serve as a permanent memorial of the 
development of this important branch 
of American enterprise. 

This collection will be made in dupli- 
cate, one set for preservation at the 
library of Congress and the other for 
deposit in the National Museum. The 
National Museum was not establisbed 
as an adjunct of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution at the period of the tenth cen- 
sus, and hence only one newspaper col- 
lection was made at that time. 
The National Museum, however, 
has now attained wide proportions, 
and, in view of its vast and success- 
ful operations, which must con- 
stantly widen asthe time progresses, 
Supt. Porter has deemed it 
proper to make, and Profs. Langley 
und Goode, the director and assistant 
director, have consented to accept, a 
duplicate of the collection secured for 
the library of Congress. By this 
means, should one of the collections 
by mischance suffer destruction, its 
duplicate will be preserved. 

Mr. A. R. Spofford, the Librarian of

The case grows out of the Edmunds 
anti-polygamy law which dissolved 
the Mormon Church corporation and 
escheated to the United States the 
real estate owned by the church. The 
Mormons entered suit to have the law 
declared unconstitutional on the 
ground that Congress, by ordering dis- 
solution, assumed judicial powers;

thority to repeal Territorial enact- 
ments; that the doctrine of escheat 
was alien to the spirit of free institu- 
tions.

On the Australian Ballot 
System. 


OUR PRESENT SYSTEM DEFICIENT 


Wealth the Standard of Success— 
Taxes Termed Exorbitant—The 
Australian System Very 
Strongly Urged. 


Abbot Kinney lectured yesterday 
evening before the Nationalist club in 
the Universalist Church on the Aus- 
tralian Ballot System.“ There was a 
good-sized audience present, and the 
remarks of the speaker were attentively 
heard. 

After a few introductory remarks 
the speaker briefly referred to the rise 
and fall of nations and their corre- 
sponding needs. In the early history 
of this nation our present political 
system was satisfactory in that it met 
the requirements of the age. Time has 
wrought many changes, and the system 
that worked so well a century azo was 
spoken of as now sadly deficient. 

migration, the rapid growth of great 
cities, and the greed of gain were re- 
ferred to as some of the primary 
causes that necessitate the adoption of 
anew system. Wealth, the speaker 
said, is now the standard of success. 
The present tax system was sized up 
as exorbitant as illustrated by the fol- 
lowing figures: In 15 of our largest 
cities during the past 15 yeara, the 
population bas increased 70 per cent.; 
the tax valuation, 157 per cent.; the 
amount of their indebtedness, 270 per 
cent., while the amount of the taxa- 
tion increased 363 per cent. 

Various forms of political bribery 
and extortion were mentioned and the 

ressing demand for a remedy urged. 
This. Mr. Kinney said, is to be found 
in the Australian ballot system, which 
he then proceeded to detail, the facts 
given being taken for the most part 
from his recent publication on this 
subject. 

This = beg in brief, provides that 
all ballots for State, town or city elec- 
tions shall be printed and distributed 
by the State; that nominations for of- 
fice may be made by convention of par- 
ties, as at present, or by a nominating 

aper, signed by one thousand voters, 

or State offices, and for minor offices 
differing in numbers down to a mini- 
mum of fifty voters; that all names of 
candidates for office be printed on the 
same ballot. Thus all stand exactly 


his own choice between them, and 
make his mark opposite those he. fa- 
vors. The blind or illiterate may re- 
ceive assistance from the election of- 
fers. A certain time before the olec- 
tion a printed list of the candidates 
and the offices for which they are 
named must be posted in every voting 
precinct, together with cards of in- 
structions to voters. 

The benefits resulting from these 
several provisions were explained at 
length, and was made to the

BIG STORMS IN HISTORY. 
That Throw the Louisville 


Some 
Disaster Into the Shade. 
[New York Sun. 

In 944 a storm in London destroyed 
1500 houses. In 1091 a storm in the 
same city destroyed 500 houses. in 
1696 a storm on the coust of England 
destroyed 200 coasters with most of 
their crews. One of the greatest 
storms ever known was that of Novem- 
ber 26 and 27, 1703. which caused in 
London alone a loss of over £2,000,000. 
It is estimated that over 8000 people 
were lost in the 
and Severn, and off the coast of Hol- 
land. During the same storm twelve 
men-of-war with eighteen hundred 
men on board were lost in sight of 
their own shore. The famous Eddy- 
stone Lighthouse was destroyed, and 
with it its ingenious contriver, Wind- 
stanley. Seven thousand Swedes per- 
ished in a snowstorm in 1719. A storm 
in India on October 11, 1737, is said to 
have killed 30,000 people. At Havana 
a storm on October 26, 1768, destroyed 
over 4000 houses and 1000 people. 
On April 22, 1782, 7000 — 
ple were destroyed by a hur- 
ricane at Seerat, in the East 
Indies. A terrible hurricane swept the 
west coast of England and Ireland 
during January 6 and 7 of 1839. Over 
one hundred and twenty people were 
killed in and near Liverpool. In Ire- 
land 400 houses were blown down, and 
there was a great loss by fire. A bi 
storm drove 143 wrecks on the Britis 
coast May 26, 1861. On June 26, 1875, 
250 persons were killed at Buda-Pesth, 
Hungary. In September of the same 
yeara storm on the coastof Texas 
swept many villages away and caused an 
immense loss of life. On December 
28, 1879, the Tay bridge in Scotland 
was blown down, and over one hun- 
dred persons were killed. Destructive 
tornadoes in the western part of this 
country caused great loss of life and 
property in April, 1880. The Johns- 
town disaster of last May in Pennsyl- 
vania is still fresh in the memories of 
all. Millions of dollars worth of prop- 
erty were destroyed, and nearly four 
thousand people were killed. ,
